1. Action Requested: Approval of subject and date for the next 
DCI discussion/dinner. 


2. Interesting and potentially explosive developments in Central 
America are obviously not restricted to Nicaragua, although that country 
is certainly the focus of current attention. I have been talking to 

about the area for some time. He tells me that NIO/LA is 
planning a paper on "Central America after Somoza." Before getting into 
that, though, he suggests (and I agree) that a general look at Central 
America would be useful and an appropriate subject for treatment at a 
discussion/dinner.
